BOER REPORTS OF FIGHTING. 
{A. P. DAY REPORT.]} 

LONDON, April 23.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
Gen. Rundle is apparently ad- 
vancing slowly toward Wepener, every 
step being closely contested by the 
Boers. From the republican side there 
is a good deal of interesting news to- 
day. A Thabanchu' dispatch, ca’ed 
Friday, April 20, reports the arrival 
there of Commandants Dewet and Vil- 
liers, and an attack upon 3000 British 
under Gen. Gatacre. The latter, of 
course, is a misstatement, as it is 
probable. Gen. Rundle is meant. The 
British, it is added, occupied some 
kopjes, but their left wing was drivén 
back. The Boer loss was one killed 
and five wounded. From’ Brandfort 
comes the news that Saturday, April 
21, a British patrol of ten men ven- 
tured near that place, and suffered the 
loss of one man killed and two cap- 
tured, including a Free Stater, who was 
leading the party. 

A Pretoria dispatch, dated April 21, 
says the latest official news was that 
fighting was proceeding within half an 


hour’s ride of Dewetsdorp, with no 
results. 
The Transvaal government, it is 


added, has asked Lord Roberts to be 
allowed to send a clergyman to St. 
Helena, and also a neutral consul to 
watch the interests of the prisoners in 
the same manner as Adelbert Hay 
guards the interests of the British at 
Pretoria. 

A proclamation has been issued, pro- 
hibiting the working of the mines 
Sundays, and inflicting punishment on 
managers paying over £1 a month to 
natives. 

From Ladysmith today comes a dis- 
patch, saying all is quiet, and that 
the Boer guns are silent. There is 
nothing further from Bloemfontein to 
indicate the progress of the prepara- 
tions for the main advance. 

At Cape Town, government con- 
tractor named Bam has been arrested 
for harboring three escaped Boer 
prisoners, dressed as clergymen. The 
prisoners were sent back to Simon- 
town, whence they had escaped. 


DEBATE IN THE RAIN. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT.} 

BOER CAMP (Thabanchu, Orange 
Free State,) Sunday, April 22.—Fight- 
ing continues day and night at Jam- 
mersburg Drift.

ELANDS LAAGTE, April 23.—Boer 
messengers. who arrived in camp this 
morning were identified as Reus, a 
solicitor from Boskburuf, and Ed- 
wards, notorious for his anti-English 
speech after the Jameson raid. They 
brought a letter from the Boer gen- 
eral to the commanding officer here. 
They were much surprised at the 
ordinary appearance of camp. Reus 
declared they were only getting used 
to the war now, and that the soldiers 
were only beginning to fight.

TRIAL OF REBELS.

The sentence imposed on the 
others varied from three years to six 
months, according to their ages.

MASERU, April 23.—{By South Afri- 
can Cable.]

CLARK'S CASE 
REPORTED TO THE SENATE. 


FINDINGS BASED ON UNDISPUTED 
EVIDENCE OF CORRUPTION. 


Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions Unanimously Recommends the 
Adoption of a Resolution That the 
Montana Man Was not Legally 

Elected Senator—Features of the 
Report. 


[A. P. DAY REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, April 23.—Senator 
Chandler of the Senate Committee on 
Privileges and Elections today sub- 
mitted to the Senate the report of that 
committee in the case of William A. 
Clark of Montana. The report is com- 
paratively brief, covering only about 
fifteen pages of printed matter. It 


simply presents the finding of the com- 
miwtee and its reasons for its course. 
The finding is stated as follows: “The 
finding of the committee is that the 
election to the Senate of William A. 
Clark of Montana is null and void, on 
account of briberies, attempted brib- 
eries and corrupt practices by his 
agents, and of violation of the laws 
of Montana defining and punisning 
crimes against the elective franchise.” 

In view of the finding the committee 


reports and unanimously recommends | 


the adoption by the Senate of the fol- 
lowing resolutions: 

“Resolved, that William A. Clark 
was not duly and legally elected to a 
Seat in the Senate of the United States 
by the Legisiature of the State of 
Montana.”’ 


The report concludes with a strong | 


recommendation for early consideration 
of the case, as follows: 

“The Senate should, as a duty to its 
life and the country, demonstrate by 
its action in that’ case that seats in 
the Senate procured as Senator Clark's 
has been procured, cannot be retained 
by the deliberate judgment of the 
Senate. The Senate also owes a duty 


to the people of Montana, who, con- | 


scious of the bad repute into which the 


State had fallen by reason of vast ex- 


penditures of money in connection with 
its elections, manifested such a public 
sentiment that the Legislature of 189 
passed a siatute which, if obeyed, 
would have redeemed the State from 
its bad name, 

“For the direct and gross violations 
of that statute and the consequent 
discredit which continues to rest upon 
the State, Montana has a right to ex- 
pect a prompt and decisive remedy 
from the action of the Senate upon the 
report of this committee.” 

The committee states that its finding 
is made in view of certain admitted or 
undisputed facts, with their attendant 
circumstances, appearing in the testi- 
mony taken by the committee, and 
these are numerated under fifteen 
headings, as follows: 

First—The expenditures in the con- 
test of 1895, as testified to by Senator 
Clark and Gov. Hauser. 

Second—Quoting the law of 1895, rel- 
ative to crimes against elective fran- 
cHise, which limited in purpose and 
amount the polttical expenditures 
which could be made in any election, 
either by political committee or a can- 


didate, especially naming a candidate | 


for United States Senator, who could 
not give more than $1000 to anv one 
committe in the county, and could not 
pay more than $1000 for his personal ex- 
penses in lawful ways 

Third—Aseerting thet Senator Clark 
has been constantly a2 candidate for 
office and givea his record in that re- 
spect, and netes the organization of a 
committee in his interest in the sum- 
mer of 1898, after the consultation with 
his friends in Butte”

NEW YORK, April 23.—A special to 
the JourrMl,and Advertiser from Nor- 
folk, Va., says that the big Boer flag 
which floated. from the mainmast of 
the Danish steamship Polar Star, 
when that ship sailed from her Brook- 
lyn pier, March 12, came near causing 
international complications between 
this government and Great Britain 
through the enthusiasm of an-Ameri- 
can skipper in Norfolk Harbor.

JAPANESE COOLIES. 


TO RESTRICT IMMIGRATION 
TH. UNITED STATES. 
{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, April 23.—Informa- 
tion has reached Washington to the 
effect that the Japanese government 
itself and without awaiting a request 
from the United States, is about to 
take steps to restrict the immigration 
of Japanese coolies to the United 
States. 

It is asserted that the figures rela- 
tive to this emigration have been 
magnified and that as a matter of 
fact there are now not more than 
about 15,000 or 16,000 Japanese within 


side of Hawaii. It is said that such 
emigration as has lately occurred. has 
resulted entirely from the competition 
of the two great Japanese immigra- 
tion societies; that the laborers have 
been practically brought here under 
the delusion that there were untold 
opportunities for work at great wages. 

The Japanese government is inter- 
ested in protecting its people fro 
the hardships resulting from such i 
positions, and that is the reason 
intends to establish restrictions upon 
the outward flow. It is said, however, 
that the government would never con- 
template with equanimity legislation 
by the United States directed exclu- 
sively against Japanese immigration, 
for, though perfectly willing to abide 
by the results of any legislation on the 
subject of immigration that affects ali 
outside nations alike, discrimination 
against Japanese would certainly have 
most disastrous effects*upon the large 
and growing trade between the United 
States and Japan.

PHOENIX (Ariz.,) April 20.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] The City Council 
has passed its new license ordinance, 
and hereafter saloons are to be taxed 
$60 a quarter, an additional $50 a quarter 
being charged those saloons that em- 
ploy female singers. The Council voted 
down an ordinance presented by Coun- 
cilman Morford, making the presence 
of women in saloons a misdemeanor. 
Street fakirs must pay $5 a day, cir- 
cuses $25 for each parade, a license tax 
of $25 as well, and $15 for each side 
show. Theatrical performances, where 
liquor is sold, are taxed $25 a day, and 
no performance is to be allowed on 
Sunday. Saloons employing females 
to deliver drinks to patrons must pay 
‘$20 a day. Life insurance agents are 
taxed $10 a quarter for each company 
represented, and for each fire or acci- 
dent insurance company, $2. Policy 
games and all gambling games are 
taxed $20 a month, a tax that shall be 
paid by each individual or establish- 
ment connected with a policy game. 
Altogether, the new ordinance is ex- 
pected to fully double the present re- 
ceipts from licenses.

The incorporators of the 
bunch are Lincoln Fowler, F. B. Fow- 
ler, 8S. Webb and James Bark. 
Bark is already on his way, and ina 
few days Lincoln Fowler is to leave 
for Cape Nome with a trunkful of 
these incorporations, for the compa- 
nies are on paper only, and have no 
other tangible claim to existence.

THE HAMBOURG-PETSCHNIKOFF- 
LACHAUME CONCERT. 

The Hambourg-Petschnikoff-Lach- 
chaume concert at Simpson Auditorium 
last evening drew a fair-sized audi- 
ence but was deserving of a much 
larger attendance than that of the ap- 
preciative music-lovers who gather 
to do homage to the three artists. 

It would be hard to decide who of the 


soloists, Hambourg, the pianist, or 
Petschnikoff, the violinist, was the 
more popular with the audience, 80 


evenly were the honors divided. Each 
received three and four reca!!s following 
their principal numbers, quite ap- 
proaching an ovation. 

- Petschnikoff’s tone is unquestionably 
the most sympathetic and exquisite 
that has been heard here. Its quality 
at times, as In the romanzas of the 
Grieg sonata and the Wieniawski 
concerto, was as the supplication of a 
human voice, in tenderness and pathos. 
In the beautiful ‘‘Melodie,’’ by Tschai- 
kowski, as, too, In the romanza of the 
Wieniawski concerto, the pure, smooth 
tones, rising to thread-like delicacy and 
dying away to aimost inaudible faint- 
ness were exquisite in effect. 

M. Petschnikoff was given an excel- 
lent opportunity for the display of 
neat technical work in the Wientawskf 
number. The daintiness of the opering 
of the finale, followed by the btread,, 
smooth phrases, and ending with a 
brilliant technical display, was an ef- 
fective plece of work and was followed 
demonstrative applause. Petsechni- 
koff plays vith an exceeding high arm. 
His left hand work displays frreproach- 


able feature about his playing is the 
utter absence of raspiness, or grating 
in the production of full, powerful 
tones. He combines with these ac- 
quired qualities the even more essential 
qualities of fine artistic temperament. 
M. Hambourg is almost the antipodes 
of Pachmann, who has been heard here 
this season. He is full of brilliant im- 
petuosity, rather than of poetic deli- 
cacy. He makes no effort to senti- 
mentalize his music. Technically he 
has a magnificent equipment as was 
demonstrated in the Paganini-Bra- 
ham's “Variations,” which was prob- 
ably the most brilliant display of 
bravura virtuosity ever given by any 
of the great pianists who have visited 
the Coast.

AMERICAN 
POLITICAL PARTIE S 


V.—PARTIES DURING THE JACKSON 
PERIOD. 
BY JESSE MACY. LL.D. 


From the election of 1824 may be 
dated the rise of what is often called 
“Jacksonian Democracy,” which is the 
personal rule of the most popular man. 
The old Republican or Democratic-Re- 
publican party was rent into a num- 
ber of factions, each gathered round 
the person of an aspirant to the Presi- 
dency. Jackson had the largest follow- 
ing, and the characteristic tendency in 
democratic nations for the people to 
divide into two fairly equal political 
bodies now began to assert itself. In 
the final choosing of a President it was 
natural for the weaker factions to com- 
bine against the strongest. Clay, being 
out of the race, held the decision in his 
own hands, since his electoral votes 
given to one or another of the remaining 
candidates would determine the result. 
Crawford, feeble and palsiecd, seemed 


an impossible choice, There was strong 
personal enmity between Jackson and 
Clay, while the Calhoun and Jackson 
forces were drawing together. It was 
apparently inevitable that Clay’s votes 
should given to Adams. The day 
foHowing Adams's election he an- 
nounced his choice of Clay for Secre- 
tary of State, and charges of a corrupt 
political “bargain” have ever since

clung to the names of those two high- 
minded, upright and _ patriotic men. 
There was never any trustworthy proof 
of the assumed fact, but the cloud 
shadowed all Clay’s after career, and 
was one of the influences contributing 
to the turbulence of Adams's term of 
office. 
POLICY OF JOHN QUINCY ADAMS. 
Out of the personal rivalries of this 
period political parties based to a con- 
siderable extent upon questions of gov- 
ernmental policy are now seen to 
emerge. President Adams set forth 
definite and positive principles upon 
which he proposed to shape his admin- 
istrative career. Giving a liberal cone 
struction to the terms of the Constitu- 
tion, he warmly favored internal ime 
provements by Federal ald, and advo- 
cated national education. Trouble in 
Georgia respecting the final settlement 
of treaties with the Creek Indians, 
which involved disputes as to certain 
lands, led to the firm declaration by 
the executive of his intention to main- 
tain Federal rights against the arro- 
gant assertion of the power of the State 
to override United States authority. In 
the resulting Congressional ebate 
upon this matter, Webster's powerful 
voice was heard in support of the ad- 
ministration, while southern members 


freely raised the cry of Federal in- | 


fringement upon the constitutional 
rights of States and interference with 
domestic concerns, coupled with threats 
of withdrawal from the Union. But 
the opponents of the President tn Con- 
gress withheld their support, and the 
weakness of the administration was 
shown by Georgia’s successful defiance. 

When the tariff questions came to the 
front, it was apparent that North and 
South were divided upon the subject of 
protection also. Underlying the vari- 
ous differences as they rose may be 
seen the old constitutional quarrel be- 
tween strict and broad interpretation 
of the Constitution, State sovereignty 
and the supremacy of the national gov- 
ernment. The administration of Adams 
was a clean, honorable and dignified 
one. He persistently refused to ure 
the public patronage for his personal or 
party advantage. It was not a popu- 
lar or a successful administration. 
Adams was a minority President. Jack- 
son was the people’s choice. Searcelv 
had the executive taken the official 
oath in 1825 when Jackson was an- 
nounced as a candidate for the elec- 
‘tion of 1828. 


ANDREW JACKSON. 

The old Democratic-Republican party 
woke to new life under Jackson's lead- 
ership. His brilliant military success 
had made him the popular idol. He 
represented the eager, aspiring, indom- 


‘fitable spirit of the great new West, 


and the limitations of his training 
from poverty and frontier conditions 
only endeared him the more to the 
hearts of the people, who understood 
the crude, uncultured, but self-reliant 
manhood which “makes circumstances” 
and disregards conditions. The new era 
in American politics inaugurated by 
Jackson's triumphant election in 1828 
lasted to the civil war. More than any 
President who preceded him, he was 
elected by the people. The newer States 
had entered the Union with manhood 
suffrage practically unrestricted, and 
property qualifications in the older 
States were becoming less stringent. 
Jackson was the choice of the new 
electorate. He stood for the direct 
power of the people. Dominion was 
passing from the hands of Congress to 
those of -the executive, who had he- 
come the embodiment of the new ideal, 
“popular sovereignty.” The overbear- 
ing assumption by the Congresstonal 
caucus of the right to dictate to the 
people for whom they might vote as 
candidate for the Presidency faded 
away as Jackson's star arose, and the 
convention system, appealing directly 
to the voters and conforming to the 
rising popular ideals in government, 
became established in national politics. 


PARTY EVOLUTION. 


The new system was part and parcel 
with the rise of a new order of polit- 
ical parties. It gave to their organi- 
zation that completeness and effective- 
ness which insured their perpetuity and 
created in American political life a 
force destined to work great results for 
weal and for woe in the unquiet times 
of the darkening future. “Here is a 
revolution,” wrote John Quincy Adams 
of this extension of party organization. 
And he foresaw, as did Calhoun, also, 
tragedy and disaster from the violence 
of the popular passions to be engen- 
dered and fostered by the new methods. 
But this development of party machin- 
ery was not a revolution, it was a nat- 
ural evolution. The seeds of the mighty 
growth were planted deep in the soil 
of English history, and were‘warmed ¢ 
life by the sunshine of new-worl 
democracy. 

The politics of an ideally free. people 


e will necessarily make for itself 
— s for expressing its will after the 
manner rendered inevitable by its his- 
tory and character. 

PARTY NAMES. 

Out of the Democratic-Republican 
party during John Quincy Adams's 
term of office came forth. two opposing 
parties, neither ready to yield the right 
to the time-honored name. The Adams 
and Clay forces asserted themselves to 
be the genuine Republicans of the true 
Jeffersonian type, and, being the ad- 
ministrative party, designated Jack- 
son’s adherents as “the opposition. 
But about 1830 the word “national” be- 
gan to be pleced before the party name, 
and for several years “National Repub- 
licans” was the accepted title of the 
followers of Clay. The Jackson party. 


adhered to the hyphenated name 
(which is to this day the of- 
ficial name of the present Dem- 
ocratic party,) but it was soon 


shortened, and the party has ever since 
been called the Democratic party. 
Within the ranks of the National Re- 
publicans gathered as years passed the 
various elements opposed to the Jack- 
sonian politics—the anti-Masons, who 
had failed in effective party organiza- 
tion in 1832, the nullifiers of South Car- 
olina, and the Georgia supporters of 
States’ rights, disappointed and an- 
gered by the President’s determined 
maintenance of the Federal suprem- 
acy, and those who held the old Fed- 
eralist views. The amalgamation of 
these incongruous elements was facili- 
tated in 1834 by the adoption of the new 
name, Whig, for the conglomerate 
party, a name which was supposed to 
embody the idea of resistance to execu- 
tive tyranny in the person of Andrew 
Jackson, as it had stood for resistance 
to the crown in the days of the revo- 


lution. From that time for nearly 
twenty years Whigs and Democrats 
fought the political battles of the 


Union, and other effective parties there 
were none. 

SPOILS SYSTEM ESTABLISHED. 

Jackson readily adopted the “New 
York plan” of using the public pat- 
ronage and his official power of re- 
moval for “rewarding his friends and 
punishing his enemies.” Van Buren of 
New York was his confidential man- 
ager, and the most skiliful political ma- 
nipulator of his time. They heartily 
agreed in appropriating as “victors” 
the “spoils” which they had won. In 
Jackson's first message rotation in of- 
fice was declared ‘‘a leading principle 
in the republican creed.”” For the first 
time was witnessed at Washington that 
unseemly spectacle with which we have 
ever since been sadly familiar. A 
greedy mob of office-seekers thronged 
the White House for months after the 
inauguration, demanding of the Presi- 
dent that “reward” to which their po- 
litical services, past or prospective, 
were believed to entitle them. Expert- 
enced officers of the government were 
promptly removed that newspaper ed- 
itors and others who had “worked” for 
Jackson might be gratified. and if re- 
monstrances were made, the accom- 
plished Secretary of State, with bland 
and polished manner, replied: “We give 
no reasons for our removals.” The 
spoils system was accepted as a party

But efforts were not wanting to keep 
the party of Jackson’s opponents pure 
from the defilement of such truckling 
to the baser passions. Its great leader, 
Henry Clay, set forth the contrary 
principle in words which should be in- 
delibly graven upon the mind of every 
youthful citizen: 

“Government is a trust, and the of- 
ficers of the government are trustees. 
And both the trust and the trustees 
are created for the benefit of the peo- 
ple. Official incumbents are bound, 
therefore, to administer the trust, not 
for their own private or individual ben- 
efit, but so as to promote the prosperity 
of the people. 

“THE TARIF OF ABOMINATIONS.” 

The last Congress of Adams’s term 
was composed in both houses of a 
strong majority of Jackson’s friends, 
who spent their energies mainly in pre- 
paring for the advent of their hero. 
Such a Congress had never met before. 
Its last session was a scurrilous parti- 
san wrangle, action upon either side 
being taken with a view to its effect 
upog the approaching election. A new 
tariff bill, well called “the tariff of 
abominations,” passed in the last hours 
of the session, was of such a character. 
It was protective solely, no additional 
revenue being then needed, and its 
purpose was to secure votes for Jack- 
son in the States favoring protection. 
By a deep-laid scheme attributed to the 
wily Van Buren, the duties were laid 
in such a@ way as to offend the New 
England supporters of Adams, while 
pleasing the producers ofiraw mate- 


Jackson men from all quarters were to 
Support the bill, but on the final vote 
the southern members were to turn 
round and, voting with the New Eng 
land men, defeat the measure, but the 
odium of the defeat was to be cast 
upon New England. To the surprise of 
the plotters, the bill, with its absurd 
and obnoxious features almost un- 
changed, became a law. The South was 
furious. For years it had seen itself 
left far behind the North tn the growth 
of population and wealth. It saw New 
England becoming rich and powerful 
under protected manufactures. the Cen- 
tral and Western States developing 
rapidly under protected raw materials. 
Its own prosperity appeared to depend 
upon the untrammeled exportation to 
Europe of its cotton, rice and tobacco, 
with the free importation thence of the 
manufactured goods required. That 
slavery was the real clog to southern 
progress, southern men were not yet 
able to see, and a bitter feeling grew 


up against the national protective 
policy favored in the North. 

In the Jackson party were men of 
all shades of opinion as to the tarifr 
while the Adams and Clay forces were 
practically united in support of a pro- 
tective policy. It seems to have bean 
the plan of the latter to make protec- 
tion the leading question in the cam- 
paign of 1828, but the Jackson man- 
agers chose to divert public attention 
from matters of national import to the 
personal charge of a corrupt political

THROWS UP THE SPONGE. 
WITT ALLOWS HIS LAWYERS TO 
GO AND PLEADS GUILTY. 
The Testimony of the Children, 
Which Was not at First Contem- 
plated by the Defense, Was Too 


Strong to Be Overcome—Surprise 
Sprung on Court and Spectators. 


The singular case of People 
Ww. L. Witt, the Adventist preacher, 
who conducted his life on the as- 
sumption that his inspirations were 
superior to the laws of the State, and 
who lived with the Widow Darling 
without first observing the legal 
forms of matrimony, came to a sudden 
and unexpected end in Justice Aus- 
tin’s court yesterday afternoon. Witt’s 
attorneys withdrew from the case, 
after the children testited, and their 


was shown to be a head-bumping 
papa, as well as a moral lunatic. 

The first witnesses called yesterday 
morning were Mr. Yarnell and Dr. G. 
H. Kriechbaum, two of the three mem- 
bers of the committee sent by the 
Adventist ‘Church to interview 
Preacher Witt and Mrs. Darling con- 
cerning their mode of living. Witt 
acknowledged that he and the widow 
were living together as man and wife, 
but contended that he was doing #0 
by a higher authority than man, and 
therefore was doing no wrong. 

Miss Emma Darling, 18 years old, 
who left home when Witt, through @n 
alleged inspiration from above, in- 


as he had all the smaller children, told 
about Witt and her mother occupying 
the front bedroom together. 

“Was there any change tn the house- 
hold after Mr. Witt came?” 

“Yes. We didn't haye breakfast un- 
til 9 or 10 o’clock in the morning. Be- 
fore he came we used to have break- 
fast about 6 o’clock. We didn’t have 
so much to eat after he came.” 

“Why?” 

“He said it wasn’t good for us.” 

“How many meals a day did you 
have before he came?” 

“Three.” 

“How many did you have after- 
ward?” 

“Two.” 

“Did Witt ever bathe the children?” 

“Yes; he bathed my sister and his 
own children. My sister cried and 
mamma told her she might as well 
put up with it, as it was something 
that had to bev’ 

On cross-examination she 
“Mr. Witt came to the house the latter 
part of January. I left the house 
about two weeks before Witt was ar- 
rested. Mother slept with us when 
he first came, and then went to sleep 
with him,” 

“How do you know they slept to- 
gether?” 

“Mamma called me into the room 
one night when they were in bed.” - 

“And at did you say when you 
made this horrible discovery?” asked 
one of the defendant's attorneys. 

“I told mamma that I didn’t think 
it of her.” 

Charles Darling, 18 years old, said: 
“Mother occupied the same bed with 
Witt about forty days. I saw them 
in the same bed together.” © — 

When Mr. Thompson took tHe wit- 
ness for cross-examination he started 
in by shaking his finger at the lad 
in a tragic manner, and used such 
bulldozing tactics that the court-called 
him down severely. 

“Witt called me in from playing ball 
one afternoon,” said the boy, “and, 
wanted me to read out of the Bible. 
When [I objected, he whirled me 
around and bumped my head on the 
floor.”’ 

8. H. Colvin, the third member of 
the church committee, who called on 
Witt and Mrs. Darlinz, testified sub- 
stantially the same as the other two 
committeemen. 

“Witt acknowledged to us,” said Mr. 
Colvin, “that he and Mrs. Darling 
were living together as man and wife. 
The widow praised God that He had 
sent her a husband, and said that she 
did not think that anyone had any 
right to interfere with their relations. 
One of us asked Witt if he realized 
that he was breaking the laws of the 
State, and he asserted that he was 


4A of a higher power than man-made 
aws.”’ 

A recess was then taken until 2:30 
p.m. At that time both of the de- 
fendant’s attorneys sprung a surpgise 
on court and specsators by withdraw- 
ing from the case. Justice Austin 
asked Witt if he was ready to proceed 
without attorneys. There was a sec- 
— surprise when Witt stood up and 
said: 

“It is not possible for me to see the 
case go any further. I simply plead 
guilty.” 

“Then it is your desire to change 
your plea of not guilty to 
asked Justice Austin. 

“Yes, sir.’’ 

“And you are willing to have the 
jury discharged and your plea’ of 
guilty entered?” 

“Yes, sir.”’ 

The jury and witnesses were accord- 
ingly dismissed, and the court fixed 
tomorrow afternoon at 2 p.m. as the 
time for passing sentence on Witt. 

Witt had a talk with Mr. Colvin 
yesterday forenoon, which fs supposed 
to have influenced him in taking this 
action. Mr. Colvin is inclined to think 
that Witt is repentant, and has expe- 
rienced a change of heart. The

HE CLARK CASE. 


In the Senate, yesterday, the Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections sub- 
mitted its report on the case of Mr. 
Clark of Montana, who was sent to 
Washington as a Senator-elect. The re- 
port, although it is comparatively brief, 
is a scorching arraignment of Clark, of 
the Montana Legislature, and of the 
methods and influences which contribnted 
to his election to the Senate of the 
United States; for the fact of Clark’s 
election is not disputed. It is the man- 
mer of his choosing that is the cause of 
complaint and denunciation. 

Briefly stated, the finding of | the 
committee is to the effect that the elec- 
tien of Wm. A. Clark to the Senate is 
mull and void, “on account of briberies, 
attempted briberies, and corrupt practices 
by his agents, and of violation of the 
laws of Montana defining and punishing | 
crimes against the elective franchises.” 
In view of the facts set forth, the Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections re- 
ports the following resolution, and 
unanimously recommends its adoption by 
the Senate: 
Saeeespee that Wm. A. Clark was not 
and legally elected to a seat in the 
Senate of the United States by the 
ture of the State of Montana.” 
Ut is not necessary to consider in detail 
the report of the committee. It isin fact 
@ concise summing up of the testimony 
educed during the recent investigation, 
which testimony, or most of it, was 
made public as it was brought out by 
the examination of numerous witnesses. 
The general public will agree with the 
conclusion of the committee, to the ef- 
fect that “the Senate should, as a duty 
to itself and to the country, demonstrate 
by its action in this case that seats in 
the Senate, procured as Senator Clark’s 
has been procured, cannot be retained by 
the deliberate judgment of the Senate.” 
As the report well says, the Senate owes 
a duty not only to itself and to the 
country, but particularly to the people 
ef Montana, who would be defrauded of 
their rights, and whose State laws would 


mitted to occupy a seat in the Senate of 
the United States. 1 

It is admitted that Clark spent, or 
authorized the expenditure of something 
like $150,000 to secure his election. In 
refusing to give him a seat iv view of 
the overwhelming evidence of corruption 
and bribery (for there is little or no 
Goubt that the committee’s report will 
be adopted,) the Senate will establish a 
precedent which, it is to be hoped, will 
hereafter be followed in all similar cases, 
so long as the election of Senators by 
State Legislatures leaves the door open 
te unlimited corruption. The case of 
Clark is a strong argument in favor of 
the proposed constitutional amendment 
providing for the election of United 
States Senators by direct vote of the 
people. The astounding facts of bribery 
and corruption which have been brought . 
out in connection with that case will have 
@ decided tendency to hasten the sub- 
mission of the proposed amendment to 
the several State Legislatures. It is dif- 
ficult to see how the Senate, in view 
of the impressive lesson of this case, can 
refuse to authorize the submission of the 
amendment. The outcome cf a test vote 
in the Senate on this question will be 
awaited with interest.

HE WAR IS OVER. 


No more striking evidence that the 
issues of the civil war are dead and 
buried could be found than the fact that 
Gen. Thomas L. Rosser has become a 
Republican and a pronounced supporter 
of President McKinley.

LAKE EXPEDITION. 


MOVEMENT ON AN IMPORTANT 
STRATEGIC POINT. 


{From “Campaigning in the Philip. 
pines:"] While the Second Division, 
under Gen. MacArthur, was actively 
engaged north of the Pasig, in its 
move on the insurgent capital, the 
First Division, operating south of the 
Pasig, was occupied with a series of 
expeditions, whose object was the ex- 
ploration of the country, the disposal 
of armed bands of insurgents, the 
capture of supplies intended for the 
rebel army, and, if it should be found 
possible with the force at command— 
which it was not—the permanent oc- 
cupation of the country visited. With 
the occupation of Manila, Gen. Otis 
had no military reason for the occupa. 
tion of Camp Dewey, or, indeed, any 
of the country between Manila and 
the peninsula of Cavite. Both these 
places were securely held, and the line 
of communication was by water, and 
so long as there were to be insurrectos 
at all, they might just as well be 
along the bay shore between Manila 
and Cavite, as anywhere else; perhaps 
better, as being more conveniently 
found when wanted.

MOROSCO’S BURBANK THEATER. 

Millocker’s beautiful opera, 
Beggar S:udent,” is the offering’ for the 
current week at the Burbank. This 
opera, as is well known, abounds in 
delightful arias and symphonious con- 
certed numbers, to an unusual degree. 
It is truly a feast of song and soelody 
throughout its three delightfus acts. 
The story of the piece is interesting— 
not @ mere thread upon which the 
melodies are strung, but a plot that 
possesses a certam amount of contem- 
poraneous human interest, though it 
has, perhaps, no very definite purpose, 
except the purpose to entertain (wiich 
18, indeed, purpose enough, provided 
the entertainment be rational and re- 
fined.) The story is essentially’ the 
story told in Bulwer Lytton’s well- 
Known arama, “The Lady of Lyuns,” 
with variations more or less wide, to 
suit the exigenotes of light” operatic 
representation. The piece may prop- 
erly be termed an operatic comedy, for 
it is opulent in cpmedy features and 
situations, which are notably free from 
the broaaness and coarseness of farce. 
Horseplay is quite out of place in most 
of the situations,.for the opera carries 
its own fun, and affords ample oppor- 
tunity for its legitimate and effective 
exploitation. 

“The Keggar Student’ is by long 
odds the best production yet given us 
by the Morosco Opera Company, and it 
has met with a most cordial reception. 
It affords far better opportunities than 
either “El Capitan” or “Sinbad" for 
the principals of the company to dem- 
onsirate their several capabilities. 
These opportunities are taken advan- 
tage of in a very satisfactory manner. 
Mr. Bersse, in the character of the 
Beggar Student, has a better opportu- 
nity than has heretofore been afforded 
him during the present engagement. 
His responses to the dramatic require- 
ments of the part are judicious, and he 
does justice, within the limitations of 
his voice, to the demands upon his vo- 
cal powers. Mr. Bersse's voice is not a 
true tenor, but it is very sweet and 
musical in some of its tones at both 
extremes’of the register. The interme- 
diate tones are at times somewhat 
harsh and forced, but on the whole he 
makes a decidedly favorable impres- 
sion in the romantic masquerade of the 
Beggar Student. : 

Willlam Wolff is vastly funny as 
Gen. Ollendorf. A comedian of excel- 
lent quality is Mr. Wolff, and an artist 
of wide experience in his chosen line 
of effort. His voice has splendid com- 
pass, and his rendering of the role of 
Ollendorf is a highly creditable plece of 
work, whether it be regarded from a 
dramatic or a vocal point of view. 

Bessie Fairbairn, who has heretofore 
been seen only in grotesque caricature 
parts, appears to excellent advantage 
as Countess Palmetica. She enacts 
this role with nice artistic discrimina- 
tion. Her voice is a sweet and strong 
contralto, well controlled. | 

Edith Mason's delicious, though light, 
soprano, and her singularly attractive 
personality lend an Iindefinable charm 
to the role of Laura, which she carries 
with dainty grace throughout—with 
‘one exception. Miss Mason’s bow is 
something which needs amendment. It 
is not really a bow, but a queer little 
awkward jerk of the head, which is 
wholly out of harmony with her other- 
wise graceful bearing. Miss Mason 
ought to rehearse unceasingly until 
she conquers this defect. + 

Hattie Belle Ladd is extremely “cute” 
as Broniglava, but her singing yotce is 
not so strong as could desired. She 
scored a joint hit with ‘Winfred Goff, 
howeved, In a duet tn the second act. 
The other principal characters are sus- 
tained for the most part with credit.

TEN NEW MEN ADDED TO THE 
FORCE. | 


_ Reward Offered by the City for the 
Arrest of the Highwaymen Who 
Murdered Hildner—Franchise Appli- 
cations Referred to the Board of 
Public Works—Doings of the City 


With a view to putting a stop to the 
operations of highwaymen, and in or- 
Ger that the possibility of capturing 
gome of these criminals may be in- 
creased, the City Council yesterday 
authorized the appointment of ten ad- 
ditional special policemen. To stimu- 
late efforts to capture the murderers 
of Joseph Hildner, who was shot dead 
by two highwaymen Saturday night, 
the Council has offered a reward of $150 
for the arrest and conviction of the 
perpetrators of that crime. The ten ad- 
ditional men will be placed on beats 
and from the regular force ten men will 
be added to the existing bicycle squad, 
and will be assigned to duty patroling 

As an addi- 
tional protection, the day force of po- 
licemen will be reduced and the night

brought to the atention of the City

POLICE COMMISSION ACTS. 

A special meeting of the Board of 
Police Commissioners was held at 1i 
o'clock. All members were present ex- 
cept Mr. Parker. Mr. Ling called the 
attention of the other members of the 
board to the hold-up in Boyle Heights 
Saturday night, which had resulted in 
a murder. He thought the condition of 
affairs to be such as to warrant the 
board's asking the City Council to take 
gome action to assist the police de- 
partment. He said he had consulted 
with members of the Council as to the 
feasibility of offering a reward, but 
the Councilmen ‘(id not think it wise 
that the city be advertised in that 
manner, and fhey had suggested that 
instead of reward, ten additional 
men be employed to better patrol the 
city. In this view the other commis- 


he favored the granting of the Chief's 
request that the Council offer a re- 
ward. 

“That crime of Saturday night was 
possibly the most dastardly that has 
ever been committed in Los Angeles,” 
said Mr. Vetter, “and all we can do to- 
ward bringing the murderers of that 
young man to justice will be work well 
done. The mere offering of this reward 
does not mean that the city will cer- 
tainly have to pay the money. That 
payment depends upon whether the 
murderers are arrested and convicted. 
If they are caught and the city does 
have to pay the reward, 1 do not know 
of a better way in which the city could 
invest money. I believe in this method 
of stimulating the efforts of officers 
and others, and I do not think that 
there will be anything wrong in mak- 
ing the offer suggested by the Chief.” 

Councilman Pierce also favored the 
Chief's suggestion, and said that in 
considering - the question of hold-ups 
there were two points to be remem- 
bered. One is that of preventing fur- 
ther outrages, and the other that of se- 
curing the arrest and proper punish- 


der Saturday night. Councilman Vet- 
ter then moved that the city offer a re- 
word of $150 for the arrest and convic- 
tion of either of the two men who had 
committed the murder on Boyle 
Heights Saturday night, and Mr. 
Pierce seconded the motion. Council- 
man Toll, while he did not onpcese the 
motion, doubted the advisability of the 
offer, and stated that it bad been un- 
derstood that the appointment of the 
ten additional policemen had been 
authorized as a substitute for the pro- 
posed reward.

Attachments Issued for Horace Bell, 
Jr., for the Prosecution, and Walter . 
F. Bell, for the Defense, Who Were 
Subpoenaed in San Francisco to At- 
tend the Trial of Mrs. Blinn Pierce. 


When the trial of the grand-larceny 
charge against Mrs. Blinn Pierce was 
called in the criminal court yesterday 
a pretty mess came to light, and all 
over witnesses. They weren't present, 
although they had been subpoenaed, 
and the case had to be continued until 
the afternoon. 

The information against Mrs. Pierce 
charges her with stealing diamonds 
worth perhaps $1500 from a paralytic 
old gentleman named Daniel Thatcher 
of Garvanza. She says he gave them 
to her-but she left in a hurry for San 
Francisco, and was lost all trace of 
until last December—about a year after 
the jewels were stolen. At that time a 
man, who had been on rather intimate 
terms with her in San Francisco, Hor- 
ace Bell, Jr., by name, informed the 
authorities that Mrs. Pierce had con- 
fessed to him that she procured the 
diamonds she was wearing, and had 
several times pawned, from an old man 
in Garvanza. She was arrested last 
January for grand larceny, and 
brought to Los Angeles for trial, 
spending her time in the County Jail. 

“If Your Honor please,’ began Dist.- 
Atty. McComas yesterday morning 
after Judge Smith had called the trial, 
“a very important witness for the 
prosecution is not here.

MOST PAINFUL MOMENT. 


PRESBYTERY YESTERDAY. 


Troubles of the First Presbyterian 
Church Come Before the Council of 
the Elders—Mr. Pritchard Says He 
Does not Understand Certain Alle- 
gations—Pastoral Tie Severed. 


Rev. A. B. Pritchard’s services as 
pastor of the First Presbyterian 
Church of this city will end next Sun- 
day evening, when he will preach for 
the last time from the pulpit he has 
filled for almost two years. That it 
is to the best interests of the church 
that the tie be severed, was the 
unanimous opinion of the Los Angeles 
Presbytery when at its meeting yes- 
terday Rev. Pritchard's resignation 
was accepted. The action was not a 
surprise. There were but two roads 
open—to grant the wish of the pastor 
and that of the majority of the con- 
egation, or to force upon the former 
uties that, in light of recent events, 
— not be otherwise than distaste- 


When the trustees, deacons and 
elders of the First Presbyterian 
Chureh held a joint session two weeks 
ago, during the absence of the pastor, 
their presiding officer, a message was 
sent, asking that Mr. Pritchard tender 
his resignation, and the pastor. did so. 
A meeting of the congregation was 
held Wednesday last when, by a vote 
of 52 to 33, his resignation was ac- 
cepted. 

When the Los Angeles Presbytery 
convened in the church yesterday, 
there was an air of. suppressed feel- 
ing. After disposing of some unim- 
portant matters, Rev. Henry A. 
Newell, who presided, asked if there 
was any more business before the ses- 
sion. This was the signal, and amid 
profound silehce, Mr. Pritchard arose 
and said: “This is one of the most 
painful moments of my life—yea, the 
most painful. I believe it is the will 
of my Master that my work as pastor 
of the First Presbyterian Church of 
this city should terminate. I have 
been aware for some time past that 
I have not been accorded the sympa- 
thetic and liberal support of mem- 
bers of my congregation. I am not 
conscious of neglect of the manifold 
duties that have devolved upon me, 
but I have always done what I have 
considered my duty to the church and 
its officers.” Mr. Pritghard went on 
to say that he recently received the 
following communication: 


ASKED TO STEP OUT. 


“At the request of the board of 
trustees of the First Presbyterian 
Church of Los Angeles, Cal., a joint 
eeting of its elders, deacons and 
trustees was held at the close of the 
setvice Sunday morning, April 8, 
1900, and the following resolution was 
unanimously adopted, to wit: 

“Whereas, the board of trustees of 
this church has notified the officers 
thereof at a joint meeting, held Sun- 
day, April 8, 1900, of its inability to 
meet the financial obligations of the 
church, under existing conditions, and 
the growth of the church numerically 
and financially under the present pas- 
torate does not warrant a continua- 
tion of such conditions, therefore be it 
“Resolved, that it is the sense in 
behalf of all present at this joint 
meeting that it is their duty, as of- 
ficers, to advise the pastor, Rev. A. 
B. Pritchard, of their unanimous opin-

Church. He stated that he was aware 
of the fact that he was not a member 
of the presbytery, and that, there- 
fore, his request might not be :onsid- 
ered altogether regular, according :o 
its rules, but he asserted that the case 
was one which demanded the greatest 
freedom, and was, one in which the 
presbytery should ®e put in possession 
of all the facts. Mr. Duncan had 
tried unsuccessfully to secure the adop- 
tion of a resolution censuring the offi- 
cers of the church at the recent meet- 
ing of the congregation, and had then 
stated that he would appear before the 
presbytery. The moderator, however, 
ruled that unless a special] resolution 
ere adopted, giving Mr. Duncan the 
ght to address the presbytery, he 
could not be heard. 3 
Rev. Robert 8. Reese took issue with 
the moderator. on this ruling. He de- 
clared that, as a member of the pres- 
bytery, and as one who would have to 
pass upon the matter, he for one 
wanted to hear all that was to be ad- 
vanced by one side or the other. I¢ 
r. Duncan had anything to say which 
ould throw any light upon the mat- 
ter, he wanted to hear it, for he did 
not consider the case on which called 
for the suppression of any @acts. “In 
this matter, the main question involved 
is that of doing justice to a fellow- 
member of this presbytery,” said he, 
“and I believe all of the members de- 
sire only that justice be done. How 
are we to vote intelligently unless we 
know all the facts? I am in favor of 
peace in all things where peace is pos- 
stble, but I am not in favor of peace 
at the expense of justice.” 

A motion was made that a special 
committee be appointed to hear what 
Mr. Duncan had to present. Mr. Reese 
objected to this motion, on the ground 
that as it devolved upon the presbytery 
to pass upon the case, the presbytery 
should not delegate to any committee 
authority to take testimony when that 
testimony was available for the entire 
presbytery. The motion was voted 
down, and in spite of the protests of 
Mr. Duncan and Mr. Reese, Mr. Dun- 
can was not heard, the presbytery pro- 
ceeding with the consideration of the 
case. 


STOOD FOR THE PASTOR. 
E. C. Lockharet took the side of Mr. 
Pritchard in the controversy, and he 


tion of the officers of the church for 
having brought about the present un- 
pleasant task of the presbytery. He 
said he would have liked to hear what 
Mr. Duncan had to gay, but the fact 
that he was not to be heard was of 
small moment compared with other 
facts which the presbytery had to face 
in the matter. With reference to the 
letter which the officers of the church 
had sent Mr. Pritchard, Mr. Lockharet 
declared that, even as officers of the 
church, they had no right to send such 
a communication, which he considered 
insulting in its tone and in 
the manner in which it had 
been prepared. “This is not a 
mere mater of personal feeling,”’ said 
he. “There is an important principle 
at stake and one which the presbytery 
should not fail to act upon properly. 
I believe the officers of this church 
should be severely censured for taking 
the action they did. Their offer of two 
months’ vacation was little short of a 
demand that Mr. Pritchard leave the 
State, and their offer to pay him his 
salary while away for two months can- 
not be viewed in any other light than 
that of an insult. It was almost an 


offer of a bribe.” The speaker then re- 
viewed the financial condition of the 
church at length, declaring that the 
church was in a much more prosperous 
condition when Mr.

DUNCAN RULED OUT. 
John Duncan, a member of the con- 


gregation, who, at the recent adjourned | 


because it had assigned Mr. Pritchard 
to a church the congregation of which 


had no title to the church building 


or lot, which was really a “‘white ele- 


phant’ on their hands. He thought 
Mr. Pritchard was to be pitied,  be-

thought it time that the presbytery 
put a stop to such things within its 
jurisdiction. “There are

churches which are erected on Inflated 
possibilities, which are a false basis 
on which to build anything, and which 
are invariably subject to the reaction 
which invariably follows the blowing 
of such great bubbles.” 
Mr. Jack took much the same view 
of the matter. He quoted extensively 
from the laws of the Presbyterian 
church to show that the officers of 
the First Presbyterian Church hag 
no legal right to send the communi- 
eation which they did send to Mr. 


Pritchard. One telling point he made] 


was that the meeting of the officers 
of the church was held while the pre- 
siding officer, the pastor, was out of the 
city, and that during his absence any 
such final action as the officers of the 
church took was illegal and not ac- 
cording to the fixed rules of the church 
or the presbytery. “Had I received 
such a communication as that, pre- 
pared and sent under similar circum- 
stances, I would have thrown it into 
the fire,” declared the speaker. 

Other members of the presbytery dis- 


did not mince words in his denuncia- | 
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cussed the matter, but no new points 
were brought out. All of the speakers 
paid a high tribute to Mr. Pritchard. 
Inasmuch as the breach between him 
and the officers of the church has be- 
come so wide and as there is no possi- 
bility of »roper relations as pastor and 
congregation being renewed, the pres- 
bytery, although it was of the opin- 
jon that many, perhaps a majority, 
of the congrevation favored Mr. Prit- 
chard’s retention, decided unanimously 
to accept his resignation. The resig- 
nation will take effect next Sunday 
evening, as stated, and the question of 
what salary the congregation is to al- 
low the retiring pastor is to be left to 
him and the congregation. H. A. 
Newell was appointed to announce to 
the congregation next Sunday that the 
pulpit has been declared vacant. 


CASTILLO ARRAIGNED. 


CHARGED WITH THE MURDER OF 
“PELON” JOHNSON. 

Marteo Castillo, the one-legged tamale 
vendor, who is accused by police offi- 
cere, and the Coroner’s jury of having 
killed “Pelon” Johnson, was arraigned 
before Justice Austin yesterday after- 
moon on the charge of murder. His 
preliminary examination was set Lfor 
tomorrow at 3 p.m. 

Castillo claims to have been so drunk 
Friday night that he does not know 
tow Johnson came to his death, but 
the officers say he has tod conflicting 
stories. According to the officers, the 
other two Mexicans, who were drink- 
ing with Johneon and Castillo at the 
latter’s filthy den on New High street 
Friday afternoon, left on the 5:30 p.m. 
train for the ranch, where they work. 
They-eame to town early in the after- 
noon and went to Castillo’s place, 
where they regaled themselves on ta- 
males and ‘‘dago red.” 

The officers say they have talked 
with these men, and that they will be 
in court tomorrow to testify at Cas- 
tillo’s preliminary examination, Their 
stories of the events of Friday after- 
noon do not tally with Castillo’s tales, 
who, they say, frequently quarre!ed 
with Johnson.

NBW TREASURY RULING. The 
Comptroller of the Currency has issued 
a circular, which says: “Under author- 
ity of section 5193, United States Re- 
vieed Statutes, national banks have 
heretaofofe been permitted to deposit 
with any assistant treasurer of the 
United States lawful money in sums 
‘of not less than $10,000, and to receive 
‘therefor a certificate of deposit, which 
} certificate they were authorized to 
;count as a part of their lawful-money 
_ reserve. Section 6 of the act of March 
14, 1900, known as the ‘Currency Bill,’ 
répeals this entire section of the Re- 
vised Statutes, and in consequence the 
banks will hereafter be prohibited 
‘from counting such certificates as part 
of their lawful reserve. There are. 
about $14,500,000 of these certificates 
now outstanding, which are held en- 
tirely by the banks in the principal 
cities of the East, with the exception 
of two or three western cities, and are 
indicated in the reports as United 
States certificates of deposit.”

AMOUNT OF REWARD FOR THEIR 
CAPTURE IS GROWING. 

The entire police and detective force 
of the ality is working hard to run 
down the murderous highWaymen who 
killed Joseph Hildner on Boyle Heights 
Saturday night, while he was walking 
home with his mother.
